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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the obvious combination of 
Chaudhuri in view of Chidlovskii does not disclose the claimed invention, and more specifically that there is no teachings of capturing 
queries, producing signatures, and creating a signature cache. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Chaudhuri teaches, among other things, 
parsing a query to determine a signature for the query. This query is then compared against a signature cahce, to see if an appropriate 
signature exists. However, Chaudhuri does not specifically disclose the creating of the cache to be used for query signature confirmation, 
i.e. the storing of the valid signatures in the signature cache. Although it would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to allow for 
creating this cache, since Chaudhuri is devoid of such teachings, the Chidlovskii reference was relied upon solely to teach the creating of 
the cache. Examiner agrees that Chidlovskii does not disclose the capturing and storing of signatures, as defined in the Applicant's 
instant application. These limitations however are met by the Chaudhuri reference. The Chidlovskii reference teaches storing information 
about the queries in a cache to later be used. Since Chaudhuri's teachings read on all of the claimed limitations, except for the cache 
creation process, which is taught by Chidlovskii, the obvious combination of Chaudhuri in view of Chidlovskii therefore discloses the 
claimed features. of the application. 
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
